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CHINOOK'S EDGE

Reports of a provincial fund¬ 
ing freeze or lack of dollars in 
the Alberta Infrastructure Min¬ 
istry - whatever the case may 
be - could affect modernization 
plans for Ross Ford Elemen¬ 
tary and Didsbury High 
schools as 

well as urgently needed fund¬ 
ing for modernization at River 
Valley school in Sundre. 

This freeze is sending a chill 
through the school board, and 
Superintendent, Jim Gibbons 
will be bringing forward their 
concerns at a meeting with Al¬ 
berta Infrastructure Jan. 24. 

Although Didsbury’s 
schools have already received 
funding for modernization, 
both projects are about $1 mil¬ 
lion short of funds necessary 
to complete the 

work. 

The funds approved for 
Didsbury’s two schools were 
determined by a 1999 School 
Facilities Evaluation commis¬ 
sioned by the province. 

An evaluation was con¬ 
ducted on all schools in the 
province to help prioritize a list 
of schools most in need of mod¬ 
ernization. 

Ross Ford Elementary 
school was approved for 
$2,058,800 worth of funding, 
Didsbury High, $3,124,000. 

Ninety per cent of those 
funds were advanced to the 
school division, but once an ar¬ 
chitect was called in it was 
soon determined both projects 
were short funding. 

“Once you get the architect 
in to relook at things (three 
years after the first provincial 
evaluation of the building) you 


notice things were missed in 
the first audit and costs for 
doing the construction have 
also gone up,” said Gibbons. 

“Air quality tests results 
could send Sundre’s River Val¬ 
ley school to the top of the pro¬ 
vincial list for funding, but if 
there’s no money being at the 
top won’t help,” said Gibbons. 

Schools were scored during 
the facilities evaluation in 
1999. The higher the score the 
higher the school was on the 
list. 

River Valley’s score was 
890, putting it near the top of 
Chinook’s Edge list of schools 
needing modernization; it is 
followed closely by Olds Jr./Sr. 
High school with a score of 
840. 

Didsbury High and Ross 
Ford scored 1140 and 
970 respectively. 

River Valley’s score is rated 
in the top 10 schools in the 
province most in need for fund¬ 
ing. 

Air quality tests are begin¬ 
ning at River Valley this week 
after numerous complaints 
from parents of students about 
the poor air quality in the 
building. 

“Sometimes a school can 
jump the queue if there are 
problems, like if they found 
asbestos,” said Gibbons. “But 
if Sundre moves to the top and 
there is no more money, being 
at the top won’t matter.” 

As for the fate of Didsbury’s 
schools, it is a game of wait 
and see. 

"We have sent in our draw¬ 
ings and our costs to Alberta 
Infrastructure and we are 
waiting to hear,” said Gib¬ 
bons.

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DOGTAGS 

Dog registration program will 
remain free in January 


Participation 
most important

Dog owners will not be 
charged for dog tags if they 
pick them up in January. And 
those who have paid for the 
service this year will be re¬ 
funded their money. 

The Town of Didsbury had 
been collecting $7.50 when 
owners registered their 
spayed or neutered pets this 
year and $15 for unaltered 
dogs, but Town Council had 
not given direction to do so. 

For the past three years 
tags had been given out for 
free during the month of 
January to increase partici¬ 
pation levels in the dog regis¬ 
tration program. 


Last year an estimated 400 
tags were given away in Janu¬ 
ary. As of Friday Jan. 10, the 
town had sold just over 60 
tags. 

Planning and Development 
Officer Robert Wigg said some 
administration members 
thought the by-law had been 
changed already to implement 
fees on the service. The new 
fees were outlined in the 
Town's publication The Town 
Crier. 

Town CAO Evan Parlia¬ 
ment said that having people 
register their dogs was more 
important than covering the 
costs of sending unidentified 
dogs to Red Deer. 

"It's more important to li¬ 
cence these dogs. The month 
of January is supposed to be 
free and people take advan¬ 
tage of that,” said Parlia¬ 
ment. 

“From administration's 
side we would rather see dogs

licensed." 

Councillor Harry Penner 
initially said he had no prob¬ 
lem charging a fee through¬ 
out the entire year, but later 
voted with the rest of the 
Councillors to defeat a by-law 
amendment that would see a 
fee in January. 

Councillor Gary Dolha was 
concerned that with a fee, 
stating fewer people would 
participate in the system. 


Municipal utility charges are 
slightly higher in Didsbury

Didsbury residents are pay¬ 
ing slightly more for their 
utilities than most surround¬ 
ing municipalities, according 
to document released to Coun¬ 
cil members last week. 

Bills for water, sewer and 
garbage collection are typi¬ 
cally higher in Didsbury for 
families of four and single sen¬ 
iors according to a Municipal 
Utility Billing Comparison 
compiled on Jan. 10. 

The document was used by 
Councillors as they discussed 
how they could change the way 
water was being billed to resi¬ 
dents. 

According to the compari¬ 
son, a family of four, which 
used approximately 6,000 gal¬ 
lons of water per month would 


pay $66.25 per month for its 
three services. Olds is the 
only municipality where that 
amount is higher at $68.17 a 
month. 

Ten municipalities were in¬ 
cluded in the comparison. The 
lowest figure for a family of 
four was in Three Hills where 
the bill would be $42.67 per 
month. 

Eight of the 10 municipali¬ 
ties that were polled were 
above the $60 mark, making 
Didsbury comparable to most 
centres. 

Utility prices for single 
seniors are also typically 
higher in Didsbury. Based on 
1,500 gallons of water being 
used by a senior in a month 
utility costs are $44.25. Only 
Bowden is higher at $44.75. 
The other municipality where 


costs are higher than $40 per 
month is Trochu at $40.13 per 
month. The lowest cost for a 
senior is in Three Hills at 
$24.14 per month. 

Didsbury's sewer charges 
are a main reason for overall 
utility costs. CAO Evan Par¬ 
liament said municipalities 
that are servicing debt on 
sewer projects are typically 
charging higher rates. Dids¬ 
bury owes about $1 million on 
its lagoon.

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Division will get legal opinion on oU school building

Chinook's Edge School Di¬ 
vision will seek legal advice 
before sending the issue of giv¬ 
ing the Didsbury and District 
Historical Society the build¬ 
ing they house their museum 
in and will send the issue to 
the Facilities and Maintenance 
Committee. 

The Didsbury Museum is 
housed in an old school house 


located just east of the cur¬ 
rent Didsbury High School. 
The building is owned by 
Chinook s Edge and sits on its 
land. 

At the Dec. 18. 2002 Facili¬ 
ties and Maintenance Com¬ 
mittee meeting, a recommen¬ 
dation came forward to ex¬ 
tend the lease, despite a plea 
from the Historical Society to 
sell the building outright for 
a nominal cost. 


Roy Brassard, who gave up 
his seat as Chairman for the 
agenda item, said the build¬ 
ing is "an artifact in a town 
which does not have a lot of 
artifacts" adding that he was 
against the motion of simply 
extending the lease and that 
a serious look needed to be 
made about handing the 
building over. 

He wondered if the build¬ 
ing could be sold with certain 


conditions that would satisfy 
questions about the building's 
future - that it would be main¬ 
tained. 

"I think we should sell the 
building for a dollar with con¬ 
ditions. I think we need to 
give them this opportunity. 
They have already put so 
much time and money into 
this. We don't want to be faced 
with the decision of one day 
tearing it down. I think there

would be a huge outcry. I don't 
think we want to have to 
maintain it either.'Trustee 
Ron Fisher wondered if it was 
even possible to have certain 
restrictions in place if a build¬ 
ing was sold outright. 

Trustee Penny Archibald 
said there was no rush to 
make a decision and said she 
would like to seek legal advice 
before making a decision on 
the direction of the building. 

Colby is

On Tuesday, January 14 
Carstairs elected a new mayor 
with the largest turnout ever 
at the polls. Lance Colby, Car¬ 
stairs new mayor received 527 
votes, 205 votes ahead of the 
closest candidate. 

“It is a big responsibility and 
I will definitely make sure I will 
carry through with what I 
promised,” said Colby. 

A record number of residents 
came out to vote for the new 
mayor which CAO Elizabeth 
Smart attributes to the candi¬ 
dates themselves. 

“We had very good candi¬ 
dates running,” said Smart. 

“I think it is an indication 
that they did a good job and ran 
good campaigns.” 

While only 689 voters, 46 per 
cent of those eligible, turned out 
in the 2001 municipal election, 
877 came out to decide who 
would be Carstairs’ new mayor. 

“The turnout was fabu¬ 
lous,” said Colby. 


Pesticide test program will be pitched to Council 


Emotional debate 
ends w ith tw’o- 
year testing idea

Town of Didsbury's Opera¬ 
tional Services will recom¬ 
mend a test project to Town 
Council on reducing pesti¬ 
cides rather than approving a 
draft policy that was brought 
forward by the Didsbury En¬ 
vironmental Advisory Board 
(DEAB). 

After an emotional debate 
a motion was passed in a 2-1 
vote to recommend to Town 
Council to embark on a two- 
year test program on three 
different parcels of land. 

DEAB and Deb Whitmore, 
Town of Didsbury Horticul¬ 
turist and resource liaison 
for DEAB, was hoping that a 
draft policy that would allow 
Town land to be cared for 


without pesticides unless a 
certain "threshold" was 
breeched. They argued by not 
using pesticides, parks would 
become healthier in the long 
run, would be safer for users 
and have less environmental 
impact. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker, 
who pitched the test-idea in¬ 
stead of implementing the 
policy said removing pesti¬ 
cides from general use would 
create an aesthetic problem 
which would lead to com¬ 
plaints by taxpayers. 

"We have heard that weeds 
can be controlled in Town us¬ 
ing other methods, but we 
have not seen that,” said 
Kuelker who cited the town 
Shop area as an example. "Op¬ 
erational Services should 
embark on a program that 
would clearly demonstrate the 
advantages of controlling 
weeds without the use of 
chemicals. 

"I just don't understand 
what is preventing our staff 
from utilizing natural meth¬ 


ods." 

Kuelker added a program 
that would eliminate pesticide 
use in Didsbury was prema¬ 
ture. 

Operational Services Fore¬ 
man Mike Phillips said the 
reason new methods had not 
been implemented in control¬ 
ling weeds was because 
budget restraints hadn't al¬ 
lowed for proper equipment or 
time. 

He said Whitmore had 
made requests in the past for 
money but they were cut in 
tight years. 

Whitmore added the draft 
policy did not eliminate the 
use of chemicals and the pes¬ 
ticides could still be used 
when deemed necessary. She 
said it was unnecessary to 
blanket spray every time 
someone made a complaint. 

Councillor Judy Kaupp 
said she thought it was ridicu¬ 
lous that aesthetics were be¬ 
ing argued above the health 
of those that would use the 
parks. She added that the 


Town has a long history of 
spraying but every year the 
same problem exists. 

"We have been spraying for¬ 
ever, but we still have dande¬ 
lions. Why don't we try some¬ 
thing else?" asked Kaupp. 

Kaupp also criticized the 
two-year test plan saying that 
two years wouldn't be fair and 
could not make up for decades 
of mismanagement. 

"I think we should agree 
the policy is a good first step. 
We aren't banning spraying 
and we are not telling resi¬ 
dents they can't spray. I think 
this policy deserves a chance 
to stand. I won't be spraying 
my yard any more and I don't 
want to see our parks being 
sprayed any more.” 

Jason Whitfield a member 
of DEAB said that even if a 
park was being sprayed be¬ 
cause of 100,000 dandelions - 
"we would be doing a disserv¬ 
ice to our children." 

Councillor Harry Penner, 
who chaired the meeting, said 
scientific research is always

being done and didn't seem to 
think pesticide use was as 
harmful as it was being made 
out to be. 

"The pesticide industry is 
probably the most controlled 
and investigated industry out 
there," he said. 

The test project would still 
have to be approved by Town 
Council.

I have often talked about the 
advantages of small town life in 
my editorials. 

In the middle of writing them 
I often realize I have been 
down that road before making 
the same points about why it 
is great to grow up in a place 
like Didsbury. 

There are so many advan¬ 
tages. 

But one place we see a short¬ 
fall lately is in our ability to 
have our voices heard when it 
comes to fixing up our schools. 

The issue of modernizing Didsbury High School and Ross 
Ford Elementary has been at the fore front of the agenda 
of the Chinook's Edge School Division for a long time. And 
everytime the project looks like it is going to take a step 
forward, something happens to stall it. 

The projects, which received millions in funding last year, 
have been put on hold by the Alberta government. 

The schools, which are among the most-needed to be done 
according to a provincial audit done in the past, will have 
to continue to wait before a direction can be taken. 

Sometimes our voices aren’t as loud as those who live in 
the city. 

Voices tend to be louder there and rural areas sometimes 
are left to fight over scraps that are left over. Recently a 
Statistics Canada study revealed a significant reading gap 
between urban and rural students. 

The Chinook’s Edge board will send a letter stating that 
funding needs to be increased in rural areas to make up for 
the difference, but that message will be drowned out by 
calls from urban centres citing reasons such as more Eng¬ 
lish as a second language students. 

Large media outlets will carry the stories about the city 
schools needing funding. 

Rural students will likely wait. 

Sooner or later the local schools in Didsbury will have 
to be upgraded. 

The more the clock ticks however, the higher the cost of 
fixing the schools.

A House of Brick or Straw? 


Our January Board meeting 
occurred as the furor over 
school building in the Province 
reached a crescendo. Even Pre¬ 
mier Klein has waded into the 
debate via a radio phone in 
show to contradict the state¬ 
ments of his Infrastructure 
Minister, Ty Lund, that there 
is no more money for school 
construction and everything is 
on freeze. We received the same 
letter from the Minister that 
was sent out to all Boards in 
the Province and was met with 
alarm and outrage, particularly 
in Calgary and Edmonton, and 
particularly since it came so 
soon after the Government had 
announced spending over a 
$100 million on lottery termi¬ 
nals. Other high ranking To¬ 
ries, like the Minister of Fi¬ 
nance, Pat Nelson, have tried 
to quell the agitation by point¬ 
ing out that there could well be 
money available in the new 
budget that comes out in the 
Spring - we just have to be pa¬ 
tient. 

Coincidentally there was 
another building item on our 
agenda and that was the dispo¬ 
sition of the old brick school in 
Didsbury. I have to admit to a 
long standing love affair with 
this fine edifice and would 
judge it to be the historic ar¬ 
chitectural jewel of this County 
and well beyond the boundary 
of Mountain View. 

There is a black and white 
photograph taken in 1907 as 
the building, clad in scaffolding, 
is nearing completion. In front 
of it stand the proud towns¬ 
people and school board mem¬ 
bers dressed in their Sunday 
best. They had reason to be 


occur in the slaughter of World 
War 1 then be repeated in 1939 
- 45. The building is a silent 
witness to the optimism and 
pride of that little community 
and the priority those pioneers 
gave to education. While many 
settlers were arriving to live in 
shacks or sod huts they built a 
palace as a school for their chil¬ 
dren 

Now, family dwellings be¬ 
come more luxurious while pub¬ 
lic school buildings fall into de¬ 
cline. Not only are new schools 
put on hold but badly needed 
renovations and moderniza¬ 
tions like those at Ross Ford 
and Didsbury High schools are 
delayed even longer for want of 
money. All this happens amid 
comments from the Premier 
and Tory MLA Jon Lord (chair 
of a special committee on 
school building) that we should 
be looking for cheaper ways to 
build, including private part¬ 
nerships. 

The way the current think¬ 
ing is going I wouldn't be sur¬ 
prised to see our children at¬ 
tending school in something 
like a golf dome. 

What has happened to the 
idealism that was so evident in 
1907? I believe the main differ¬ 
ence is that many now see edu¬ 
cation as a financial liability - 
dollars down the tube - rather 
than as an investment in the 
future, an investment that be¬ 
longs to everybody.

Don’t get me wrong, like 
most people I’m shocked at how 
much has been spent to date to 
create the Canadian Firearms 
Centre. I especially hate waste¬ 
ful and idiotic bureaucracy! But 
the fact remains, developing a 
national system to keep track

Trustees concerned about urban-rural reading gap 


Letter will be sent 
to Alberta's 
Learning Minister

Chinook's Edge trustees will 
send a letter to Alberta Minister of 
learning Lyle Oberg, in reacting 
to a Statistics Canada report 
which found rural students {ire sig¬ 
nificantly behind urban students 


when it comes to reading. 

The rural-urban reading gap, 
which was most prominent in the 
provinces of Newfoundland and 
Labrador, Prince Edward Island, 
New Brunswick and Alberta, was 
attributed to urban students liv¬ 
ing with adults who, for the most 
part, had a higher level of educa¬ 
tion in geneml. 

Trustee Doug Campbell said 
Calgary schtxils have been lobby¬ 
ing for more dollars because of the 
unique situation they are in. He 
said perhaps a letter to the minis¬ 


ter was necessary to point out this 
study. 

"In the press you hear that ur¬ 
ban schools need more funding 
because they deal with urbiin cen¬ 
tre needs. "Perhaps we need to 
point out to the minister that per¬ 
haps rural centres need the 
money." CESD Chair Roy 
Brassard said Chinook's Edge is 
the largest rural division in the 
province. 

He said the argument has al¬ 
ways been that urban schools 
need more money because they 


deal with English-as-a-Second 
Language students. He agreed 
with the idea of writing a letter. 
The board would like to see the 
province put more funding into 


rural schools so they can better 
address the issue of literacy - 
which the division believes is the 
foundation for all other academic 
skills.

Town includes lodge entrance in 
street improvement grant list

Didsbury Town Council 
took steps to widen the road 
at the hospital/lodge turn-off 
and to help build an entrance 
way to the lodge at last week's 
regular meeting.

Health concerns rise at 
Sundre’s River Valley school

Health concerns, strong fecal odors in the 
west wing, fear of mould contamination and ex¬ 
treme shifts in temperatures are topping the lists 
of concerns for more than 70 parents, teachers 
and staff members at River Valley school in 
Sundre, who met with Glynn Jones, environ¬ 
mental health specialist, and Cliff Barr, director 
of facility services for Chinook's Edge school di¬ 
vision, Jan. 14. 

Teachers and parents met separately with the 
two experts, - teachers, school adminis* ation 
and staff members met in a closed meeting. As¬ 
sistant superintendent Heather Henderson-Hill 
attended both meetings. 

Parents came armed with information from a 
school facilities evaluation project analysis of 
the school from 1999, commissioned by the prov¬ 
ince, which recommended air quality testing and 
testing for mould should be done, but never was. 

The report was discovered on the internet by 
a parent of a student who attends River Valley. 
This report was brought to the attention of 
Sundre Trustee, Ron Fisher, at a school council 
meeting in November, 2002. 

Carma Rose, president of the school council 
and parent of a student of the school, said Fisher 
promised to gather information about the report 
and why no air quality test had yet been done, 
and get back to council. She said when someone 
leaked the information to the media things got 
rolling a lot quicker than what was expected. 

“At first Ron was going to gather informa¬ 
tion then the press got involved and this issue 
sped along to us having an air quality expert 
testing at the school the very next month,” said 
Rose. 

She is satisfied by the school division’s efforts 
to answer parental concerns. 

“Whether they find something or not, at least 
concerns will be put to rest and we will know 
the facts,” said Rose, after the meeting. 

Rose’s child was in class last spring, when 
the temperature spiked so high in the west-wing 
room that the teacher moved the class out to 
the hallway to finish that day’s lesson. 

“The kids were almost passing out from the 
heat in that classroom,” said Rose. 

Debbie Foster another parent who attended 
the meeting is looking forward to hearing the 
results of the tests which will begin this week. 
She said it has been a long-time coming. 

“I notice a lot of red eyes and a lot of sick 
people at this school. This building is full of sick 
people and maybe these tests will answer why,” 
said Foster. 

Barr said teachers complained of respiratory 
problems and the high number of people suffer¬ 
ing from asthma and allergies - he said a health 
professional would have to address those con¬ 
cerns. 

Jones said he and Barr have compiled a list 
of the parent/teacher concerns and they will sys¬ 


tematically go through each item by speaking 
to the people issuing the complaint. 

"We will make sure every concern has been 
answered,” said Jones, adding it’s hard to de¬ 
termine whether complaints have to do with tem¬ 
perature and humidity control or if there is a 
contaminant in the air. He said the strong fecal 
odor has been determined to be a maintenance 
issue and will be handled by Barr. 

Alberta Infrastructure will be conducting all 
the tests and will consult Jones on every inves¬ 
tigation to ensure they are meeting his recom¬ 
mendations. 

“Credibility is an issue,” said Barr. “These 
issues can often become issues of credibility so 
that is being addressed by having some sort of 
third party neutrality. In this case that person 
is Glynn.” 

Jones has consulted with Alberta Infrastruc¬ 
ture to confirm their approach will answer all 
questions and concerns. 

“If Infrastructure (Alberta Infrastructure) 
isn’t able to do what we think is appropriate to 
answer the questions we have then we will go 
back to the school board and arrange to do those 
tests ourselves,” said Jones. Costs of tests done 
by Alberta Infrastructure will be covered by the 
province. 

General air quality tests to be conducted at 
the school will be: 

- Ventilation sufficiency and how much air is 
being brought in to occupied spaces. This test 
will assess levels of carbon dioxide in the air. 

- Comfort control, to assess temperature and 
relative humidity. 

- Specific contaminants in the air that could 
be a concern for health or comfort. 

“The range of contaminants we will look for 
will include testing for particulate matter, asbes¬ 
tos (as requested by parents and teachers because 
there is a small amount of asbestos in solid form 
in the school), carbon monoxide (brought in from 
outside, by an outdated ventilation system) and 
the total amount of organic material in the air 
(organic material such as commonly used Liquid 
Paper, gasses coming off construction materials 
and cleaners). 

Jones said there will also be specific tests done 
for specific concerns. 

In one room and one wing (the west wing) 
there is concern about a very cool draft that 
will be investigated from an engineering and 
building system point of view. Another concern 
about a black stain or marking coming out 
from behind lockers will be addressed with a 
tape-lift sample to test for mould growth. 

“These tests are more comprehensive than 
what was asked for in the provincial 1999 
study,” said Jones. “The study we are pro¬ 
posing, more than answers what was sug¬ 
gested in that 1999 infrastructure study.” 

Results or the progress of the testing will 
be reported back to parents and school staff in 
about six to eight weeks. 


IN THE COURTS 

Drunk driver jailed 
atter pleading guilty in 
Didsbury court 

A man convicted of drunk driving twice in the past three 
months has been jailed. 

Martin Lemieux, 36, pleaded guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court on Jan. 13 to charges of driving with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per cent and disqualified driving. 

The accused was stopped while driving on Hwy 2 on April 
12 after concerned citizens phoned police to report an erratic 
driver, court heard. 

Prior to being pulled over the accused was driving at 160 
km per hour on the 110 km per hour roadway. 

A breathalyzer test taken after the arrest indicated the ac¬ 
cused blood alcohol level was 200 mg per cent. 

Lemieux was convicted of drunk driving three months ear¬ 
lier and fined. 

Acting on a second offender notice, the Crown sought jail 
time for the accused. 

Judge C. Skene agreed, sentencing the man to 14 days in 
jail on the 80 mg charge, and handing him a $1,000 on the 
disqualified driving charge. 

She also prohibited him from driving one year. 

Careless driver fined 

A man charged with impaired driving after motorists no¬ 
ticed him driving erratically has pleaded guilty to the lesser 
charge of careless driving. 

Roderick Peter Boychuk pleaded guilty to the charge in 
Didsbury provincial court. 

The accused admitted swerving several times and making 
a wide turn into oncoming traffic during the August 30 inci¬ 
dent. 

The accused had been drinking prior to being stopped, but 
denied being impaired. 

Judge Skene fined the man $1,000, the maximum allowed 
under the Highway Traffic Act. She also imposed a $150 vic¬ 
tim fine surcharge. 

The Crown withdrew charges of impaired operation and 
driving with a blood alcohol level greater than 80 mg per cent. 

Man evaded police 

A Sundre man who ran from police after being cornered in 
a neighbour’s attic has been jailed. 

Jadi Daniel James Bird pleaded guilty to charges of escape 
lawful custody, failure to comply with conditions and prop¬ 
erty mischief by damage. 

Bird was arrested on Jan. 5 in Sundre after his father called 
police to inform officers that the accused was in violation of a 
court order not to drink liquor. 

When officers arrived at the residence the accused ran off. 
Sometime later the father called police again to report the 
accused was hiding in a neighbour’s house. 

The officers went to the house and when they confronted 
the accused, he again ran off. 

A police dog was brought to the scene and the accused was 
tracked to a nearby garage where he was arrested. 

Following the arrest the accused kicked out a window on a 
police car he was being held in, and cut his own head by smash¬ 
ing it against the protective divider in the vehicle. He required 
five stitches and other treatment. 

“I'm very sorry for giving the police a hard time,” the ac¬ 
cused told Judge Skene. 

The judge sentenced the accused to 30 days in jail. 

Man stole from father’s company 

A 29-year-old man who stole cheques from his father’s com¬ 
pany and subsequently cashed them for $3,295 has been or¬ 
dered to pay restitution. 

Morgan Stephen Winter pleaded guilty to seven charges of 
forgery. 

The accused took the cheques sometime in 2001 and made 
them out to cash. 

Judge Skene handed Winter a two year suspended sentence, 
and ordered him to pay full restitution. She also ordered Win¬ 
ter to complete 150 hours of community service. 

Slow driver convicted of drunk driving 

A 71-year-old man stopped by police after officers noticed 
him driving 30 km per hour in a 50 km per hour zone in Olds 
last fall has been convicted of drunk driving. 

William Thomas Sim pleaded guilty to charges of driving 
with a hlood alcohol level greater than 80 mg per cent. 

The accused was stopped at about 9 p.m. on September 11 
after being observed weaving in the roadway. His blood alco¬ 
hol level was 120 mg per cent. 

Judge Skene fined Sim $600 and handed him a one year 
driving prohibition.

"I wanted 
the challenge of the difficult horses to show the audi¬ 
ence how to deal with a wide variety of common prob¬ 
lems, taken to the extreme. This way they can relate 
the techniques I'll be demonstrating to experiences with 
their own horses. The goal is to show people how to 
become a leader for their horse, to bring out the true 
performance potential of each individual horse. " 

The first day of the January 25 and 26 weekend 


seminar involves interpreting the array of dynamics 
that cause and affect herd behaviour, followed by a 
session on the role of specific physical contact in the 
relationship between horse and rider. Day two begins 
by building upon the bond established with the horses 
and adding exercises to enrich participants' riding 
skills. In his thought-provoking closing, Irwin trans¬ 
lates horse sense and herd dynamics into an innova¬ 
tive look into the behaviour of human beings. Irwin 
detailed this philosophy in his best-selling book. Horses 
Don't Lie. "As we learn to relate to the prey conscious¬ 
ness of horses, we also gain profound insights into 
our own inner struggle to find balance between our 
instincts, desires, needs and ideals," said Irwin. 

Chris Irwin has attained international acclaim for 
his methods that earn a horse's respect and trust, in¬ 
stead of traditional methods that aim to break the 
animal through force and intimidation.

QUESTION: More and more, I keep hearing about chil¬ 
dren and teens being involved in shootings, stabbings and 
the like. What has caused many members of the younger 
generation to be so violent? 

DR. DOBSON: Hundreds of millions of dollars have 
been invested in research to answer that question. The 
findings are startling. In addition to the violence children 
have seen on television and in the movies, and apart from 
the drug wars they have witnessed, the tendency toward 
violence is a function of the neglect and abuse so many 
have experienced. That is especially true of those raised 
in the inner city. What has been learned is that millions of 
children, many of them born to drug- and alcohol-depend¬ 
ent parents, have been subjected to unimaginable depri¬ 
vation. They were left in cribs for days with dirty diapers 
burning their buttocks and legs. Some were hit repeat¬ 
edly, or they were scalded or starved. Many were sexually 
exploited from their earliest days — some even in infancy. 
If they survived, they grew up on the streets with no adult 
guidance and care. At night, they slept in bathtubs to avoid 
bullets sprayed from drive-by shootings. If this descrip¬ 
tion sounds exaggerated, talk to social workers or police 
officers who work every day in the slums of large cities. 
What does it do to a child to experience intense pain, fear 
and deprivation at a very early age? The answers are be¬ 
ginning to come in. 

What has been learned is that kids who go through these 
traumas in the first year or two of life produce high levels 
of stress hormones — notably cortisol and adrenaline. 
Those substances put the body on an “alarm reaction 
state” in order to cope with the crisis at hand. But in a 
small child, the brain is a vacuum cleaner for stress-re¬ 
lated hormones. The human neurological apparatus is 
bombarded with chemicals that shouldn’t be there in a 
child that age. 

The result is impairment of the boy’s or girl’s thinking 
apparatus and emotional development. What I’m saying 
is that many of today’s abused kids can kill and destroy 
without pangs of conscience because they are literally 
brain damaged. They don’t feel what you and I feel. They 
can’t empathize with helpless victims the way they should, 
because the emotion of compassion flows from cognitive 
functions that no longer operate. I am not excusing their 
violent behavior, of course. The bottom line is this: We 
are paying a terrible price for the disintegration of the 
family and for the victimization of children. Any society 
that doesn’t protect the most vulnerable in its midst can 
expect to suffer at the hands of those abused individuals 
when they get old enough to strike back. 

QUESTION: Our junior high boy is the most disor¬ 
ganized kid I’ve ever seen. His life is a jumble of forgotten 
assignments and missed deadlines. What can I do to help 
him? 

DR. DOBSON: Educational consultant Cheri Fuller 
considers massive disorganization to be the most common 
cause for school failure, above both laziness and poor study 
skills. Show me a student’s notebook. Fuller says, and 
I’ll tell you whether that individual is a B student or a D 
student. An achieving student’s notebook is arranged 
neatly with dividers and folders for handouts and assign¬ 
ments. A failing student’s notebook is usually a jumbled 
mess and may not even be used at all. Some children are 
naturally sloppy, but most of them can learn to be better 
organized in the elementary school years. Once they en¬ 
ter junior high, students may have as many as five teach¬ 
ers, each assigning different textbooks, workbooks, hand¬ 
outs and requirements from various classroom subjects. 
It is foolish to assume that kids who have never had any 
organizational training will be able to keep such detail 
straight and accessible. If we want them to function in 
this system, we need to give them the tools that are criti¬ 
cal to success. You might consider having your child evalu¬ 
ated to see if he has attention deficit disorder or some 
temperamental characteristic that makes it difficult for 
him to organize. When you’ve determined what he is ca¬ 
pable of doing, work with an educational consultant or a 
school psychologist to design a system that will teach him 
how to live a more structured life.

Members of the Didsbury 
RCMP and citizens across 
town are hoping for a good 
turnout this Wednesday, Janu¬ 
ary 22nd at the RCMP detach¬ 
ment.

Every victory from now un¬ 
til the end of the current AJHL 
season is important for the 
Olds Grizzlys. With the 
Grizzlys battling for a top fin¬ 
ish in the Rogers AT&T Wire¬ 
less South division standings, 
they skated to two hard earned 
wins over the Camrose Kodiaks 
and the Canmore Eagles in 
AJHL action last week. 

On Tuesday Jan. 14, the 
Grizzlys needed over time to 
defeat the Camrose Kodiaks 5- 
4 at the Max McLean Arena in 
Camrose.

AJHL is heading in the right direction

With a new franchise, com¬ 
petitive teams and increased 
hockey scholarships, the Al¬ 
berta Junior Hockey League is 
heading in the right direction. 

Bob Clark, of Carstairs, 
Chair of the AJHL Board of 
Govenors, believes the present 
Govenors, General Managers, 
and Head Coaches have worked 
hard in presenting an enter¬ 
taining product for hockey 
fans. 

“A number of changes have 
been made in the last few years 
but I believe these changes are 
for the betterment of the 
league,” said Clark. 

These changes include a 
modification of the sudden 
death over time, modifications 
to the game to make it more 
pleasing to the fans, re-align- 
ment for league play-offs and 
the awarding of a new fran¬ 
chise, the Drumheller Dragons. 

With the addition of the 
Dragons, set to start play in the 
2003/2004 season will give the 
league 16 teams and a balanced 
schedule between the North 
and South divisions. 

According to Clark, the 


Dragons will be a welcome ad¬ 
dition to the league as the team 
has sound management and 
coaching with previous experi¬ 
ence in the league. 

“There’s no question the 
Dragons will provide a good 
rivalry with the Grizzlys and 
the two Calgary teams, the 
Canucks and Royals,” Clark 
said, indicating the Dragons 
have received permission from 
the league to sign players. 

“With the addition of an¬ 
other team in the league, 
graduating Midget players will 
have a better opportunity to 
play Junior A hockey,” Clark 
laid. 

“My only concern is that the 
league doesn’t become watered 
down,” Clark added. 

“But, I guess it is now a chal¬ 
lenge for minor hockey associa¬ 
tions in the area to produce 
more quality plavers,” Clark 
added. 

The Dragons have already 
signed twelve players and as a 
result the established teams are 
now looking at and signing 
players earlier. 

Parity amongst the teams is 
something the league has been 
working on over the years and 


this season the competitiveness 
of the teams has created an in¬ 
terest. 

“Yes, I have been very sur¬ 
prised with the parity of the 
league this season,” added 
Clark noting any team can de¬ 
feat another team on any given 
night. Clark is impressed with 
the play of the Grande Prairie 
Storm, the Sherwood Park Cru¬ 
saders, the Camrose Kodiaks 
and the Canmore Eagles. 

“I think these teams are the 
strongest in the league and 
they should contest the league 
championship,” noted Clark 
indicating the play-off run 
should bo very interesting as 
the other teams are capable of 
an upset. Although some teams 
have made coaching changes in 
the past three years most of 
these have been made within 
the league as coaches have 
joined different teams. 

“All of the coaches are very 
familiar with the league and 
this definitely increases the 
competition amongst the 
teams,” Clark indicated. 

Player development, on and 
off the ice, is the foremost chal¬ 
lenge of team coaches and Clark 
believes the graduating league 


players are better citizens ready 
to face another challenge in life. 

“Player education is very 
important to the league and 
this season more players have 
signed scholarships to Ameri¬ 
can universities and colleges,” 
Clark noted. 

“Also, a lot of the graduat¬ 
ing players have elected to fur¬ 
ther their education in Canada 
and consequently more and 
more players are signing with 
Canadian universities and col¬ 
leges.” Clark added. 

On the ice, Clark indicated 
the double over time rule intro¬ 
duced this season has created 
interest and there has been a 
conservative effort to keep the 
games moving at a faster pace. 

Besides developing players, 
the league has produced several 
referees who have graduated to 
the Western Hockey League and 
some former referees have 
worked international games, 
and filled in with the NHL dur¬ 
ing a recent referee strike. 

“George McCorey, our vice- 
president of officials does a 
very good job in assigning ref¬ 
erees and he makes sure every¬ 
one has the opportunity to im¬ 
prove,” noted Clark.
